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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5/25/07 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 14, 15, 17, 20, 21 and 25-31 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Burroughs Jr. 

Re: claims 1, 3-6, 10, 14, 15, 17, 20, 21, and 25-31. Burroughs Jr. 
shows in figure 5 a multi-axis and vibration isolator comprising: a body having a top end 
and a bottom end, the body made of a flexible, viscoelastic material disclosed in col. 3 
lines 3-5 for attenuating at a first frequency along a vertical axis that passes through the 
top and bottom ends, a first hole shown along element number 12 or one of holes 14 
shown in figure 5 extending through the body between the top and bottom ends and a 
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second hole or another of holes 14 extending through the body between top and bottom 
ends, the second hole intersecting the first hole, the first and second holes being sized 
and shaped for attenuating vibration at a second frequency along a lateral axis that is 
perpendicular to the vertical axis as suggested by the similarity in structure between the 
instant invention and the Burroughs Jr. device, and a cavity or the inside of the device 
extending from the upper surface shown below the lead line of number 12 in figure 5 to 
a bottom surface or the top of the first surface 26 shown in figure 5 and enlarged in 
figure 3 forming an outer surface of the top end, and having an opening opposite the 
bottom surface for receiving an electronic component (Examiner notes that the cavity is 
an opening therefore it is capable of receiving an electronic component and that a 
flange of an electronic component can be received in the recessed area shown directly 
above the first surface 26, as broadly recited). 

Burroughs Jr. is silent with regards to the viscoelastic material specifically being 
an elastomer. 

Wolf et al. teach in col. 4 lines 14-15 the use of a vibration isolator wherein the 
flexible material is an elastomer. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the flexible material of the vibration isolator of 
Burroughs Jr. to have been an elastomer, as taught by Wolf et aL, in order to provide an 
isolator that is both flexible and durable for reliability purposes. 

Also with respect to the size and shape of the holes, Examiner notes that In In re 
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Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966) the court held that the configuration 
of a claimed object was a matter of choice which a person of ordinary skill in the art 
would have found obvious absent persuasive evidence that the particular configuration 
is significant. Examiner notes that it is old and well-known in the art to modify the cross- 
section of an openings or apertures within a vibration isolator to achieve the attenuation 
of certain desired frequencies. 

Re: claim 2. With respect to the circular cross section of the body, Examiner 
notes that In In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966) the court held that 
the configuration of a claimed object was a matter of choice which a person of ordinary 
skill in the art would have found obvious absent persuasive evidence that the particular 
configuration is significant. Examiner notes that the figure 1 of Burroughs Jr. shows a 
substantially circular cross section. 

Re: claim 8. Burroughs Jr., as modified, shows in figure 5 of Burroughs Jr. a 
third hole or another of holes 14 extending through the body along a third axis. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
